Particulars on ‘Vital 
Statistics *, * Joint Stook Companies’, ‘Electricity’, ‘Transport’ and ‘Trade’ are obtained 
from the respective Heads of Departments while statistics on other subjects are those 
collected and processed in this department. 

Chapters on 'Economic Situation in Tamil Nadu’ and ‘Key Indicators 
of Economic Activity' highlight the tempo of progress of the State in a planned 
developing economy. 

The co-operation extended by the Heads of Departments in furnishing the required 
statistics is gratefully acknowledged.

ECONOMIC SITUATION IN TAMIL NADU 

Rainfall .—The North-East Monsoon set in Tamil Nadu on 13th October, a littl* 
ahead cf schedule when compared to the past 10 years. The monsoon was active for 
abcuta fortnight (1 ?Ih October 1977 to 26th October 1977), the longest spell in recent 
years. This has bic ught continuous rains tc several pairs of the State particularly f 
coastal areas which received \\ to 3 times the normal lainfall. The incessant rains 
during the first spell hrd improved the storage position in all the reseivoirs of the State 
and it also brought copious supply cf water to the Hydel reservoirs, improving the 
power supply position. A well marked low Pressure area, which lay over South 
And; man Sea on the morning of 8th November formed a deep dep.essicn by the 
same evening. This hrd intensified into a severe cyclonic stcim with a tpecd of 
100 km. per heir which crossed near Nrgt pattirt m in the early hours cf 12th 
November and heavy to very heavy rainfall occurred in the districts cf Chcngalpt ttu, 
gouth Arccf, Salem, Tiruchiir.ptHi, Thar.javur rrd Mrdras. 

The North East mcnsccn was excessive in Octeber and November and deficient 
in December. The monsoon which v t s excessive in ail the districts ot the State was 

61 per cent more t’rrn the noma! rtirftll lor the entire State. 

Water Supply.—Doling the Qtfiter ended December 1577, the wrier supply 
was reported to be meje than adequate in all the districts cl the State. 
All the tanks in Tamil Nadu were almost full. 

The water level in the reservoirs of Redhills, Sholavaram. Pcctfdi, 
Sathanur, Stanley, Papanasam, Manimithar, Airaravathi, Periyar, Krifhnagiri 
and Bhavani had steadily increased during the quarter under review. The 
water level in the other reservoirs namely Vaigai, Pechipparai, Perunchani 
had also increased but had receded in December 1977. 

Crop Prospects .—Burirg the qvalter ended December 1977 belter climatic 
conditions and improved irrigation potentials had given firm hopes cf increased 

agricultural productivity.

As all the tanks in Chengalpattu district were full, agricultural operation* of 
various kinds were in full swing. 

Sowing of paddy, cumbu, varagu and cholam in' Kallakurichi taluk and 
transplantation of paddy in Ginjee taluk were in progress in South Arcoj. 
district. Harvest of paddy, Groundnut and Ragi crops was also in' progress in certain 
parts cf South Arcot distript. Due to heavy incessant rain during the second week of 
November 1977, an extent o 7,029 hectares was reported to have been submerged. 

Transplantation of Navarai Paddy had commenced in North Arcot distrist 
and the standing Samba Paddy was being harvested in certain other part* 
of the district. 

Harvest of groundnut, cholam, paddy, sugarcane, ragi and samai crops, 
was done in parts of Dharmapuri district. Transplantation of paddy was 
also done in certain parts. 
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and Tirumayam taluks of Tiruchirappalli 
district, partial failure of crops was 
reported due to inadequate water-supply. 

Agr{cultural indices . 

The index numbers of agricultural 
economy for J908-6') as rompa***: d with the 
revised figures for 1907-08 are discussed

Index numbers of Agricultural wages. 

The average iml x numbers of wages paid 
to tho diffo °nfc c (.tegcries of agricultural 
and skilled labourers in i.amil Nadu (base 
period April 1950—100) for May 1970 
show, d an increasing trend in respect of 
sowers and transplant-, rs and waders and a 
decreasing trend in respect of all other 
oategorh s as compared with tlie correspond¬ 
ing indices for the previous month. 


The percentage rise in the indices 
ranged between 3 7 in the ease of 'sowers 
and transplanters’ and .<*(> for ‘wceders’ 
whil i the pore* ntag- f II mi-get l between 
0-2 for other agricultural i bosirers and 5*0 
for Tteap rs and harvesters’. 

/ n dusfr ial prod ft r,t,io n . 

According to the monthly Industrial 
StaM’slics Colin ted from facto rii-a in Tamil 
Nadu omp-oyiog 20 or more workers using 
power and 100 or mor work rs not using 
power, the production in 21 in bis tries 
during the quart t ended March, 1970 
showed an increase while it recorded a. fall 
in respect of 22 industries. 

There was a significant increase in the 
production oi coffee, sugar and molasses 
during tlio quarter under revi \v the per- 
cenb-go incr as being 521*70, 248 47 and 
128*93 r. specdvly. The production of 
power Iran; formers rose by 56*38 per cent, 
confectionery by 50‘7l percent, camel 
back by 38 56 per cent, refined oil by 
19*25 per cent wheat nroducto by 18*80 
per cent, staple fibre yarn by 18*52 
per cent, safety matches by 17*14 per cent, 
radio receivers including amplifiers by 
10*57 per cent, bicycles by 9*95 per cent 
and completed motor vehicles by 9* 15 
per cent. 

There was however a fall in production 
in respect of certain products. Production 
of s.Ut (l dined bv 69*40 per cent, fountain 
pen ink by 55*44 percent, fountain pen nibs 
by 5 T6C per cent, fountain pens by 47*80 
per cent, coated abrasives by 27 33 
per cent, mixed fortilzers by 21 12 per cent, 
internal combustion mgines by 17*49 
percent* automobile bodies manufactured 
by 16*72 p v cent, super phosphate by 
12 46 per cent, power driven pumps by 9 25 
per cent, motor cycles by 7*83 per cent, 
pcunts, varnishes and lacquers by 7*49 
per cent, typewriters by 6*85 per cent 
and cement: by 0 71 pur cent. 

IlandloomS. 

The production of handloom cloth in 
Tamil Nadu during the quarter ended 
September, 1969 was estimated at 141 5 
million metres which shows a decrease of 
2*1 per cent, as compared to the production 
dur ing the earlier quarter.

Electricity . 



1 518*107 million units of electricity 
(including a purchase of 887-120 million 
units) were a\ ai able for consumption during 
the quarter ended June 1970. 

Consumption of electricity for Industrial 
purposes accounted for 48.7 per cent, 
while agriculture accounted for 26 1 per 
cent. 

The gross rovenue of the Electricity Board 
during the quarter under review was 
Rs. 1,541-78 lakhs as against Rs. 1,506-35 
lakhs during the earlier quarter. 

\ xtal Stall$t%GS» 

200,316 births were reported during th 
quarter ended June 1970 as compered tc 
1 U 2 967 during the earlier quarter. Total 
deaths during the quarter under review 
were 69,90 i as against 90,339 duiing tile 
previous quarter. 

The number of deaths duo to smallpox 
decreased to 24 during the se ond qua iter 
of 1970 from 69 during the quarter ended 
March 1970. 

Employment . 

The total number of persons on the live 
register- of the employment exchanges in 
Tamil Nadu at the end of December 1969 
was 347,435 as against 328,438 at the end 
of September 1969 showing an increase of 
5 8 per cent. 

The number of registrants at the various 
Employment Exchanges during the quarter 
ended December 1969 was 108,361 as 
compared to 101,873 during the previous 
quarter ended September 1969 the increase 
being 6*4 per cent, 
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Joint Stock Companies, 

In Tamil Nadu, twenty-nine private 
limited companies with an authorised capital 
of Rs. 200 20 laklu and four public limited 
companies with an authorised capital of 
Rs. 120*50 lakhs were registered during the 
quarter ended June 1970, 

Seven companies were reported to have 
gone into liquidation duiing the same 
pei iod. 

Index number of prices received and prices 

paid by the farmer and the index of parity 

between the prices received and the prices 

paid by the farmer, 

(Base : Year ended March 1955=100). 

The index number of farm prices (prices 
received by the farmer for his produce) 
decreased from 242 in January 1970 to 241 
in February and to 236 in March 1970. 

The index number of prices paid by the 
farmer (consisting of farm cultivation costs 
and domestic expenditure) receded from 
298 in January 1970 to 296 in Febiuary, 
In March, it remained unaltered at 296. 

The index number of parity remained 
unchanged at 810 during January and 
February. It declined to 800 in March 
1970. 

Index numbers of rural prices. 

During the quarter ended June 1970, 
the index number of rural prices (with the 
year ended June 1936 as base or 100) 
showed an increasing trend in Puliyur, 
Agaram, Eriodu, Gokilapuram, Kinathuka- 
davu and Guduvancheri while at 
Thulayanatham and Kunnathur the index 
numbers recorded a downward trend. 

Index number of wholesale prices. 

The index number of wholesale prices in 
Tamil Nadu with the prices on 21st 
August 1939 as base or 100 declined by 
41 points from 957 in April to 916 in June 
197<>, while that of commercial products 
advanced by 48 points from 1,312 to 1,360 
during the same period. 
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Cost of living index numbers* 

During the quarter ended June 1970, 
the cost of living index numbers for the 
working classes for Madras City, Cuddalore, 
Coimbatore and Nagercoil advanced while 
the indices for Tiruchirappalli and Madurai 
declined. 

The cost of living index number for 
Madras City (Base 1960—100) for the month 
of June 1970 was 167 points. The index 
numbers for the mo fuss 1 centres (with base 
1935-36—100) stood at 815 in Cuddalore, 
at 781 in Tiruchirappalli, at 740 in Madurai 
and at 79 i in Coimbatore. Tho index for 
Nagercoil (Base 1939—100) for June 1970 
was 899 points. 

Marine fisheries* 

The estimation of marine fish bindings 
for the entire coastal area of Tamil Nadu is 
provisiona ly estimated at 31,598 tonnes 
during the quarter ended June 1970 as 
against an esti mate of 36,82 5 tonnes during 
the corresponding quarter in the previous 
year. 


Community Development. 

On 1 st April 1970, there were 179 
stage II and 195 post stage II blocks. 
During the quarter, 13 stage II blocks 
completed the period of operation for 5 
years and entered as post stage II blocks. 
Thus at the end of the quarter, there were 
166 stage II and 208 post stage II blocks 
in the 1.3 development districts of Tamil 
Nadu comprising 17,315 villages having an 
extent of 107,723 sq.km, with a population 
of 2 72 lakhs. 


Panchayate 

There were 371 Panel ay at Unions in the 
Plate. Under (Section 66 of the Madras 
Panchayat Act, 1958, the Community 
Development activities were entrusted to 
the Panchayat Unions. The area of the 
Panchayat Union and that of a Block is 
one and the same. There were 578 Town 
Panchayat s and 12,302 Village Panchay&to 
in Tamil Nadu.

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AREA AND POPULATION. 


Tamil Nadu occupies fcbo eleventh 
rank among the States in India in regard to 
size with an area of 50,154’7 square miles 
or 129,900-6 square kilometres and the 
sixth rank in regard to population which was 
33,686,953 according to the Census* 1961. 
The State has 338 towns, 1 1.124 inhabited 
villages and 615 uninhabited villages. Of 
the total population ot 33.080,953, 50-3 per 
cent are males and 49*8 per cent are 
Fein*] op. 20-7 per cent of the population 
8,990,528 persons arc in ^rban areas and the 
remaining 73*3 per oont or 24,69:1,425 
persons are in Rural areas. 

Of the total population in the State, 
15,35.1,021 or 45*0 per cent are classified -.s 
workers and 13,335,332 or 54*4 per cent are 
classified as non-workers. Among too 
workers, 10,103,326 or 65*8 per cent are 
males and 5,248,295 or 34*2 per mm are 
females. Among the non workers 6,807.652 or 


37*1 percent are males and 11,527,680 or 
62-9 per cent are females. 

As compared with 1951, there has been 
a significant rise in literacy in all fht dis¬ 
trict, According to the 1961 Census 31*4 
percent ol the total population or 10,580,6i6 
persons are literate and cducatr d as against 
20*8 pur cent in 1951 Madras City has the 
highest percentage u liforaev, viz., 59*5 per 
cent) while Dlurmapuri has the lowest 
percentage, viz., 15*7 pc; cent. 

According to the 1961 Census, the density 
of popninuoi. in the Stato works out to 
672 persons per vqa. e mile or 359 persons 
T)er s mare kilo mol re. Hx funding Madras 
City, Kanyukumari district has imo highest

JOINT STOCK COMPANIES. 


Twenty nine private limited companies 
with an authorised oapital of Rs, 220.20 
lakhs andfour public limited companies with 
an authoiisod capital of Rs. 120‘50 lakhs 
'were registered in Tamil Nadu during the 
quarter ended June 1970. 

Of the private limited companies regis¬ 
tered during the quartet, eight companies 
are engaged in 14 Processing and manufac¬ 
ture metals and chemicals and products there 
of”, five companies in “ Processing and 
manufacture not elsewhere classified ”, 
four companies under “Commerce (Trade 


and Finanoe),” three Companies each under 
“Agriculture and allied activities”, 
“Processing and manufacture Food stuff, 
textiles, leather and products there of” 
and “personal and other services” while 
the remaining companies as the rate of one 
in each of the classifications “Construction 
and utilities”, “Transport, Communication 
and Storage” and “Community and 
business services”. 

During the quarter review, two public 
companies and five private companies went 
into liquidation.

Tho number of applicants on tho Live 
Registers of Employment Exchanges at 
ahe end of December I960, was 347*435 
persons, as against 277,366 poisons at tho 
md of December 1969, registering an 
increase of 25 3 per cent. 

The total number of applicants registered 
at tho various Employment Exchanges in 
Tamil Nadu during the quarter-ended 
December 1969, was 108,361 as compared 
with 70,367 registrations during the corres¬ 
ponding quarter of the previous year, the 
increase being "4*0 percent. 


The placements effected during the 
quarter under review were. 10,784, of which 
821 were in technical occupations and 
9,963 were in non-technical occupations. 
When compared with the number employed 
through Employment Exchanges during 
the corresponding quarter of the previous 
year, i.e., 10.997 the figures for the current 
quarter show a decrease of 1*9 per cent* 

Month wise details are furnished in 
tables 10 and i*. The monthly average 
numbor of placements effected during the 
years 1957 to I960 are given in Table 12.

TREND OP EMPLOYMENT IN THE PUBLIC SECTOR IN TAMIL NADU 
DURING THE QUARTER-ENDED 31st MARCH AND 30th JUNE 1968. 


Statistics of employment in all the four 
branches of public sector in Tamil 
Nadu, viz., Central Government, State 
Government, quasi-G ivcrnment and local 
bodies as on 31st March and 30th June 
1968 are furnished in Table No. 12. 

Tile indices of employment in the diffe¬ 
rent branohes of the public sector in Tamil 
Nadu as at the end of 31st March 
and 30th June 1968, with quarter-ended 
31st March 1961 as base, are shown in 
Table No, 13. 


The index of employment (Base i 
quarter-ended 31st March 1961 = 100) 
which stood at 135*6 on 31st March 1968 
slightly increased to 135'8 at the end of 
June, 1968. As regards the diffe f nt 
branches of public sector, the ind x 
numbers in respect of quasi-Government 
showed an increasing trend whereas the 
index numbers in the other branches 
remain constant during the quai tcr-onded 
June 1968 as compared with the previous 
quarter.

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INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION IN TAMIL NADU, 

REVIEW ON INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION IN TAMIL NADU DURING THE 
QUARTER ENDED MARCH 1970 IN FACTORIES EMPLOYING TWENTY OR 
MORE WORKERS USING POWER AND HUNDRED OR MORE WORKERS 
NOT USING POWER, ENGAGED IN INDUSTRIES OF IMPORTANCE TO 
THIS STATE. 


An upward trend in production in the 
ease of 24 industries and a downward 
trend in the case of 22 other industries were 
observed during tho quartor ended March 
1970 as compared to the previous quarter. 
Tho comparative position is reviewed 
below product-wise. 

1. Wheat products. 

There was an increase in the production 
of wheat products from 40,023 tonnes 
during the quarter ended Docember I960 
to 65,390 tonnes during the current 
quarter ended March 1970, tho percentage 
increase being 18.80. 

2. Biscuits . 

Tho production of biscuits decreased 
slightly from 1,858 tonnes during the 
previous quarter to 1,828 tonnes during tie 
quarter under joview resulting in a fall of 
1.62 per cent. 

3. Sugar. 

There was a phenominal increase of 
248.47 per cont in tho production of 
biscuits during tho quarter under roview. 
From 35,450 tonnes during the previous 
quarter it stood up to 1,23,533 tonnes 
during the quarter ended March 1970: 

4. Molasses . 

During the quarter ended March 1970 
the production of molasses registered a 

sharp increase from 6,287 tonnes to 14,393 
tonnes the percentage increase being 
128-93. 

6. Sugar confectionery. 

Tho production of Sugar confectionery 
increased sharply from 8,13,063 k.g. during 
the quarter ended December 1969 to 
12,25,373 k.g. during thr ourrent quarter 
showing an increase of 50,71 per cent. 

6. Vanaspathy „ 

There was a slight increase in the pro¬ 
duction of vanaspathy from 3,02* tonnes 
in the previous quarter to 3,772 tonnes 
during the quarter under review, the 
percentage increase being 4*02. 


7. Redned oih 

The production ofrofinedoil increased by 
19*25 per cent frem 1,854 tonnes during 
the quartor ended Doc< mber, 1969 to 2,211 
tonnes during the quarter under review. 

8 . Tea. 

The production of Tea increased from 
12,039 tonnes during the previous quarter 
to 12,243 tonnes dur.ng the quarter ended 
March 1970 showing an increase of 1*69 
per cent. 

9. Coffee. 

The production of coffee cured showed 
an abnormal increase of 521.70 percent. 
It rose from 447 tonnes during tin quarter 
ended December 1969 to 2,779 tonnes 
during the quarter under review. 

10. Salt . 

The product on of sa T t decreased during 
the quarter endod March 1970 was 58,524 
tonnes as against 1,91 239 tonnes during 
the previous quarter the percentage fall 
being 69*40. 

11. Jerda ( Chewing tobacco). 

There was a slight fall of 0.11 per cent 
in the product on of Jerda from 1.831 
tonnes in the previous quarter to 1,829 
tonnes during the quarter undor review. 

12. Colton yam. 

The product on of cotton yarn during the 
quarter ended March 1970 was 44,630 
tonnes as against 42,016 tonnes during the 
previous quarter the pexcentage increase 
being 5*y8. 

13. Cotton woven goods. 

There was a fractional increase of 0*90 
per cent in the production of cotton Woven 
Goods during the quarter under rev ew. 
The production ii oreased from 42,9.8 
thousand metres durmg the prev ous 
quarter to 43,352 thousand metres during 
the quarter ended March 1970. 
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14. Staple fibre yarn . 

The production of staple fibre yarn 
increased from 5,070 tonneb during the 
quarter ended December 1970 to 6,009 
tonnes during the q larter ended March 
1970, the percentage increase being 18*52. 

15. Tyres (Giant and cycle).

A decrease in the production of Super¬ 
phosphate was observed dur ng the 
quarter ended March 1970. The production 
fell from 4 3.258 tonnes during the previous 
quarter to 37,870 tonnes during the quarter 
under review, the percentage decrease 
being 12-46. 

19. Mixed fertilizers. 

During the quarter ended March 1970, 
the production of Mixed Fertilizers recor¬ 
ded a fad from 24,257 tonnes during the 
previous quarter to 19,132 tonnes, the 
percentage fall being 21*12. 

20 . Caustic soda . 

There was a slight fall in the production 
of Caustic Soda from 28 051 tonnes during 
the previous quarter to 26,800 tonnes in 
the quarter under review, recording a fall 
of 4*46 per cent. 

21i Paints , Varnishes and laquers . 

The production of Paints, Varnishes and 
Laquers fell by 7.49 per cent from 1,604 
tonnes in the previous quarter to 1,484 
tonnes in quarter ended March 1970.

22. Safety matches. 

There was an increase in the production 
of Safety Matches from 76,67,816 Gross 
Boxes in the previous quarter to 89,82,735 
Gross Boxes during the quarter ended 
March 1970, registering an increase of 
17*14 per cent. 

23, Oxygen and accetylene (dissolved ). 

The production of Oxygen and Acety¬ 
lene (dissolved) recorded an increase of 
4.83 per cent from 811,599 cu. Metres in 
the previous quarter to 850.811 cu. Metres 
during the quarter ended March 1970, 

24. Refractories . 

There was increase in the production of 
Ref.actories from 31,473 tonnes during 
the quarter ended December 1969 to 32,109 
tonnes during the quarter under review 
showing an increase of 2.02 per cent. 

25. Cement . 

During the quarter ended March 1970 
the proluot'oa of cement wa^ 549,073 
tonnes as against 588,510 tonnes during the 
previous quarter the percentage fall being 
6*71. 

26. Asbestos cement products . 

The production of Asbestos Cement 
Products increased from 14,385 tonnes 
during the quarter ended December, 1969 
to 11,585 tonnes during the quarter under 
review, the percentage increase being 1.39. 

27. Grinding wheels . 

There was a slight fall in the production 
of Grinding wheels. The production 
decreased from 689 tonnes dur ng the 
previous quarter to 683 tonnes during the 
current quarter the percentage fall being 
0 * 88 . 

28. Coated abrasives . 

The production of Coated Abrasives 
witnessed a fall from 21,172 tonnes during 
the quarter ended December 1969 to 15,387 
tonnes during the current quarter register¬ 
ing a fall of 27.33 per cent. 

29. Internal combustion engine*. 

The production of Internal Combustion 
Engines decreased during the quarter 
ended March 1970 to 6,912 Nos. from 
8,377 during the previous quarter recording 
a fall of 17*49 per cent.

In pursuance of the recommendation of 
the Central Technical Advisory Council on 
Statistics to revise the various official 
indices to a base near about 1960 on the 
lines of revisions suggested by the Ad-hoc 
Working Group set up in 1965, the index of 
industrial production in Tamil Nadu with 
1960 as base is presented. 

The monthly general index and monthly 
index at two digit level of industrial 
classification for the period from January 
to June 1970 are given in Appendix. 

The indices pertain to 46 items of 
products in respect of which complete data 
are available on a monthly basis. 

Coverage .—The index series are based on 
production data collected from registered 
factories which employ 20 or more workers 
and use power. However, such of those 
factories as are not engaged in physical out¬ 
put, but are engaged in servicing or repai¬ 
ring only are excluded. 

Weightage has been allotted to different 
items at 3 digit level industrial classification 


according to Annual Survey of Industrie* 
(covering census sector only) and th e 
distribution of weights to the different 
items within a 3 digit group has been 
made on the basis of the value added by 
manufacture of individual items available 
and on the basis of the gross value of out¬ 
put according to Annual Survey of Indus¬ 
tries data in other cases. 

The index is a simple weighted arithmetic 
mean using the formula 
I - SR.Wi

Where I is the index, Ri is the produc¬ 
tion relative for the item i for the month in 
question and use the weight, allotted to it. 
5E denotes summation of all i.

HANDLOOMS. 


The total production of handloora cloth 

in Tamil Nadu during the period under 

review, i e., from -July to September 
1969 was estimated at 141,489,000 metres* 
When compared with the production of 
handlo m cloth during the previous quarter 
which was estimated at 144,395,000 metres, 
the production for the quarter under review 
has slf&wn a decrease of 2*01 per cent. 

Among the different varieties of hand- 
loom cloth produced, sarees accounted for 
32'26 per cent to the total production, 
while lungies and dhoties accounted for 
16*79 per cent and 12*06 per cent respec¬ 
tively. 


Taking cotton materials alone, sarees and 

dhoties accounted for 25*20 per cent and 
13*29 per cent, while lungies and towels 
accounted for 18.94 per cent and 18*30 per 
cent respectively. 

To the total production, cotton cloths 
accounted for 88 63 per cent, silk 0*77 per 
cent, art silk 6 41 per cent and mixture of 
art silk and cotton 4*19 per cent 
respectively. 

Average monthly sales of handloom 
cloth and of unsold stocks to the total 
available stocks in Tamil Nadu for the 
period July to September 1969 were 
estimated at 46*18 per cent and 53*82 per 
oent respectively.

For the quarter ended 31st March 1970, 
Statistics relating to plantation labour 
were collected from 133 Tea, 138 Coffee, 
25 Rubber and 2 Cinchona Plantations. The 
total number of plantations (298) during the 
quarter under review registered a decrease 
of 1 per cent as compared with that (3l»2) 
for the quarter ended 31st March 1969. 
The labour employed in different planta¬ 
tions are reviewed below. 


Tea Plantations* 

As on the last working day of the quarter 
ended 31st March 1970 the total num¬ 
ber of workers in Tea Plantations (40,401) 
increased by 1 per cent as compared with 
the corresponding figure (39,947) for the 
quarter ended 31st March 1969. Of the 
total number of workers employed, 91 per 
cent were permanent, as against 94 per cent 
for the corresponding quarter of the pre¬ 
vious year. The ratio of men, women and 
minor workers employed in Tea plantations 
was 40 per cent, 58 per cent and 2 per cent 
respectively which was the same for the 
quarter ended 31st March 1969. The 
average daily attendance expressed as a 
percentage of the total number of workers 
employed was 77 per cent in March 1970 
and this was a decrease of 3 per cent com¬ 
pared with that for the quarter ended 31st 
March 1969. 


Earnings. 

The wages of the permanent workers 
formed the bulk of the total earnings of the 
labour employ* d in tea plantations. It 
was 93 per cent each in the case of permanent 
men and women work?-s, 47 per cent in t he 
case of permanent minors. The average per 
capita monthly earnings of workers in tea 
plantations under review was Es. 70 for 
permanent man worker which was an 
increase of 9 per cent, while that for a 
temporary worker was Rs. 53 which 
was a decrease of 7 per cent. In the case 
of women workers it worked out to Rs. 60 
recording an increase of 15 percent, while 
that for a temporary worker it was Rs. 45 
i.e., an increase of 10 por cent. The average 
monthly earnings of minors was Rs. 43 


which was an increase of 10 per cent. A 
temporary minor worker earned R s , 40 .' 


Coffee Plantations. 

As on the last working day of the 
quarter ended 31st March 1970 the total 

° f W ° r , k r < m coffee Potions 
(2,600) increased by 4 por cent as compared 

with the corresponding figure (2,507) for the 
quarter ended 31st March i960. Of the 
total number of workers employed 80 per 
cent was permanent in March 1970 as against 
74 per cent in quarter ended 31st March 
1909. The ratio of men, women and minor 
workers employed in coffee plantations was 
49 per cent, 50 per cent and 1 per cent 
respectively as against 51 per cent, 47 per 
cent and 2 per cent during the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. The average 
daily attendance expressed as a percentage 
ot the total number of workers employed 
was S.i per cent for the quarter ended 
3 let March 1970. which is equal to that 
lor the quarter ended 31st March I960.

As on the last working day of the quarter 
ended 31st March 1970, the total number 
of workers (400) in Rubber plantations 
increased by 5 per cent as compared with 
the corresponding figure (380) for the 
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quarter ended 31st March 1969. Of the 
total number of workers employed 81 per 
cent were permanent in March 1970 which 
was the same as that for the quarter ended 
31st March 1969. The ratoo of men and 
women workers employed in rubber planta¬ 
tions was 89 per cent and 11 per cent as 
against 90 per cent and 10 per cent respecti¬ 
vely during the corresponding quarter of 
the previous year.

Cinchona Plantations. 

As on the last working day of the 
quarter ended 31st March 1970 the total 


number of workers (1,181) in cinchona plant* 
ations decreased by 2 per cent as compared 
with the corresponding figure (1,204) for the 
quarter ended 31st March 1969. Of the 
total number of workers employed 72 per 
cent were permanent as against 74 per cent 
for tho corresponding quarter ended 31st 
March 1969. Tho ratio of men, women 
and minor workers employed in cinchona 
plantations was 39 per cent, 47 per cent 
and 14 per cent respectively, as against 
40 per cent, 47 per cent and 13 per cent 
during the quarter ended 31st March 1969.

PROGRESS OF SEASON. 

HOT WEATHER PERIOD: (MARCH 1970 TO MAY 1970), 


The rainfall during the hot weather 
period extending over March 1970 to May 
1970 in Tamil Nadu as a whole was above 
the normal by 8-7 per cent. 

The percentage of excess of rainfall when 
compared to corresponding normal figures 
was ranged from 13 5 to 44-1 in the dist¬ 
ricts of Kanyakumari ( + 13-5), Dharmapuri 
( + 14-6), Thanjavur ( + 17-2), Salem 
(+17-7), Ramanathapuram (-f 23-6), Tiru- 
ohirappalli (+33-8) and The Nilgiris

tage of excess was in Tirunelveli (-J-54T) 
while the lowest was in Madurai (4-4-Ql 
districts. 

Similarly the deficiency in rainfall was 
the highest in Madras (—90*1 per cent) 
and was the lowest in North Arcot (— 4-2 
per cent) districts of the State. The per¬ 
centage of deficiency was recorded in 
Coimbatore (——11*2), South Arcot (—43 7) 
and Chingleput (—59"0) districts oftht 
State. 


PROGRESS OF MONSOON. 
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AGRICULTURE* 


Classification of area .—The total area of 
land according to village papers of Tamil 
Nadu in 1967-68 was 13-0 million hectares 
of which the net area sown accounted for 
6*1 million hectares, the area cultivable but 
not cultivated accounted for 2*4 million 
hectares. Out of the 6*1 million hectares 
of net area sown, 2*6 million hectares or 
about 43-2 per cent was irrigated. The 
area sown more than once was 1*2 million 
hectares. Out of this, 0*85 million hectares 
or about 69 per cent was irrigated. 


Out of the 2-4 million hectares of total 
area cultivable but not cultivated, 0*9 
million hectares or 38*2 per cent was 
current fallows and the remaining 1*5 
million hectares or 61*8 per cent was under 
“ other non-cultivated lands ** excluding 
current fallows. The extent not cultivated 
was 4*5 million hectares comprising 1*9 
million hectares or 42*7 per cent of forests 
land and 2*6 million hectares or 57*3 
per cent of other non-cultivated area*. 
The gross cropped area was 7*3 million 
hectares out of which 3*5 million hectares or 
47*6 per cent was irrigated. 
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Type of irrigation and crops irrigated — 
Out of 6*1 million hectares of net area 
shown, 2*6 million hectares are about 43*2 
per cent was irrigatted* The proportion of 
net area irrigated to the net area sown was 
above 50 per cent in the deltaic district of 
Thanjavur and in the non-deltaic districts of 
Chingleput and North Arcot the percen¬ 
tages being 69.3 and 51*4 respectively.

649*626 million units of electricity were 
generated in Tamil Nadu during the quarter 
ended June, 1970 as against 709 990 million 
units during the earlier qua ter. Taking 
into account the power purchased durihg 
the quarter under review, a total of 
1,518*407 million units of power was avail¬ 
able for consumption. 

A major share of 48*7 percent of the total 
consumption of electricity was accounted 
for by the Industrial sector; Agriculture 
accounted for 26*1 per cent, Domestic pur¬ 
poses for 4*8 per cent and the remaining 
20*4 per cent for other purposes. 


The total number of towns, villages and 
hamlets electrified in Tamil Nadu as on 1st 
July 1970 was 35,260. Including the 11,143 
jmmpsets energised during the quart* r ended 
June 1970 the total number of pumpsets 
working on power at the end of period was 
480,367. 

The gross revenue of the Electricity 
Board during the quarter under review was 
Rs. 1541*78 lakhs which shows an increase

2. The principal commodities imported 
from the foreign countries around the 
Tamil Nadu ports during the quarters 
under review were machinery other than 
electric, whoat, petroleum products, 
electric machinery apparatus and appli¬ 
ances, transport equipments, iron and 


steel, maize (corn) meal, rice, newsprint 
paper, urea (containing not more than 45 
per cont of nitrogen). Soya bean oil, 
cotton (raw) fore'gn, milk and cream and 
medicinal and pharmaceutical products. 

The important commodities exported to 
foreign countries from the Tamil Nadu 
ports during the quarter under review, 
were leather, cotton yarn and thread, 
iron ore and concein-trates, tobacco, mill- 
made piece goods, handloom piece-goods, 
fish and fish pi reparations, onions, sandal¬ 
wood oil and mica.
